Ihave now been contacted by Charles ¥ISH. He is among the 
persons listed as either being smugglers of industrial diamonds 
to the enemy, or being suspected of such traffic. The ‘diamond: -. 
merchant to. whom I gave the pseudonym CIGALE was reported to 

have had contact with FISH. 


I was asked by CIGALE to call on him urgently. -I did ab and 
was introduced to FISH. Both of them explained: that an 
opportunity had arisen for. FISH to make a new contact among . 
POLISH servicemen here in the MIDDLE EAST who Were carrying: 
industrial diamonds from SOUTH and WiST AFRICA. 


Both CIGALH and FISH asked me urgently to give protection ‘to 
FISH while he made these new contacts. I pointed out that my 
authority was somewhat limited in this respect, but Was told 
that unless some action was taken immediately about the new 
contacts the opportunity would be lost. 


I was still awaiting a signal in reply to my letter quoted in 
the first. line of this note. CIGALS. urged that mach time. had 
already been lost and that this was too good a chance to miss. 


‘I took it upon myself to make the following statement: "I am 
not ina position to guarantee complete protection from the law 
but I am prepared to say that I will make a statement to ‘the 
appropriate authorities, ng what FISH proposes to do. I must 
stress that FISH confines\hiself solely to establishing contact 
with the POLISH airmen he“haS referred to and some R.A.F. 
personnel. He must not commit any ALLI3D authority to any part 
of his responsibilities in this connection. 


FISH then stated that he would meet the people referred to as 
arranged; adding that he believed he would finish this venture 
by meeting a young airman of BRITISH nationality who’ would offer 
him some diamonds. He said he would make a new rendezvous and 
would inform me of it so that I could be present. He asked 
that I would take what action I thought might be necessary, 

but. asked that I would not take any action that would involve the 
court martialling of the young airman. FISH suggested that 

I spoke to the young airman in an avuncular manner.and questioned 
him to ascertain from whom he had obtained thé diamonds which | 
he was expected to produce. In general terms, FISH suggested 
that this meeting should be the beginning of tracing back 

the links to the source. I said I thought it might be a good 
idea. I did not commit myself to taking any part in this, but, 
on the other hand, I did not warn him to take no further action. 


FISH is worth, according to his own and CIGALS's statements, about 
five or six thousand pounds sgyptian.

the release of his (FISH's) parents from GURMAN-OCCUPIED 
territory. 


FISH had previously told me that he had a fanatical hatred of the }: 
GERMANS but could not but wish anyone the very best of luck ile 
- could or would cheat the EGYPTIAN Government: of its dues.

. Smuggling business. 


T would appreciate urgent advice as to whether or not I anomie 
inform any local authority of my actions up-to-date, or 

whether or not it is intended to send anyone here. to concentrate 
on ‘this affair.

The operation is envisaged in five phases: 

(i) will proceed to South Africa as 
representative of a South American - if possible 
Brazilian - firm investigating the possibilities of 
reciprocal trade.

He will thus prepare the way for obtaining 
a visa to visit Angola and Lisbon. When that has 


been obtained the way will be clear for him to represent 
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himself to the Axis I.D.B. agents as most advantageously 
placed to act as a diamond carrier.

Instructions will, of course, be given to the British 


Security Police in Freetown that he is allowed to 
pass with a consignment of diamonds on as many trips 
as are necessary for him to gain the requisite infor- 
mation.
